DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' arguments, filed 10/9/03 and 1/13/04, have been fully considered but 
they are not deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from 
previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections 
are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

NON-STATUTORY SUBJECT MATTER 

35 U.S.C. § 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because the claimed invention 
is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

This rejection is reiterated and maintained from the previous office action, mailed 
5/20/03. Applicants argue that the modification of an electron density map is a practical 
application in the technological arts and therefore qualifies as statutory subject matter 
under 35 U.S.C. § 101. In response the noise filtering example is statutory because a 
physical transformation is controlled by the algorithm directed to noise filtering. In the 
instant claims no physical transformation is controlled by the claim algorithm. It only 
manipulates an electron density map which is reasonably data and not a physical 
material. The noise example in the MPEP illustrates the interpretation to apply to what 
is practical which is that the result of the practice of the invention has some type of 
physical transformation effect and not merely manipulates data. 
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No claim is allowed.
